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The salary of a judge ordinarily is not payable until the judge has qualified; it should be paid 
at stated times and as required by statute. 


Ordinarily, the salary of a judge is not payable until the judge has been elected or appointed and 


received a commission and has qualified. ! Judges may be, and sometimes are, prohibited from 
drawing salaries while cases that have been submitted to them for decision for a certain number of

days remain undecided.” The salary should be paid at stated times,” as monthly* or quarterly,” and 


not at a time dependent on the approval of another official. Where extra compensation is allowed, 
it should be paid only after the performance of the service.’
